In particular did he evince his sturdy freedom 
from current racial follies when he showed a personal concern for 
Professor Einstein's welfare during the time when the great scientist 
had fled to Belgium for sanctuary, and it will be recalled that on his 
recent visit to Brussels Dr. Weizmann was invited as a guest to the 
royal table. The Jewish Agency Executive and the Va'ad Leumi 
have cabled their condolence. The blue and white flag of the Beth 
Zion at Antwerp has flown at half-mast.

Westminster Jews’ Free School 
ANNUAL MEETING 


Dr. CLAUDE G,. MONTEFIORE, the President, presided on Wednesday 
cvcning over the Annual Meeting of the Governors of the Westminste: 
Jews’ Free School, which was held at the School, Hanway Place, Oxford 
Street, W. : 

Mr. P. 5. WALBY, the Hon. Treasurer, in moving the adoption of the 
Balance-sheet, and proposing a vote of thanks to the Hon. Auditors, said 
that financially the School was now able to keepits head above water. 

The Balance-sheet was adopted. 

Dr, CLAUDE G, MONTEFIORE proposed the adoption of the Annual 
Report, which stated inter alia that there had been a decrease of six in 
the roll of the School for the year. The financial condition of the School 
was satisfactory, although the expenditure exceeded the income by just 
over £100, The afternoon classes for Hebrew and Religious instruction 
were attended by the bulk of the children. Dr. Montefiore said that the 
cducational part of the School went on very satisfactorily. There were 
certain difficulties connected with a small School compared with a large 
one. But, on the other hand, there were certain advantages such as 
that the Headmaster got to know cach child more fully than was possible 
in a very large school, The Chairman paid tribute to the Care Committee 
of the School which had been active.in its work of attending to the welfare 
and health of the school children. He also pail tribute to the Head. 
master, Mr. M. Silverstone and to his staff.

Following a decision 
oi the Chamber to demand proof of Aryan descent from al) it* 
members, one member enquired as to the legal grounds on which 
the demand was made. The Chamber ruled that the supply of such 
documents was a matter of duty and adaptation to the ‘ upbuilding 
of the German nation.’

The Berlin Landgericht has rejected the appeal of a Jewish 
guardian of a Christian child against hie dismissal frem the post o! 

The appeal was accompanied by a statement by thi 
mother, who favoured the retention of the Jewish guardian, but the 
Landgericht decided that it was inadmissible that a Jew should ac! 
as guardian of a Christian child. 

The Koenigsberg High Court has ruled that a Jewish business 
which has been leased to a non-Jew must not be considered Jewish. 
The business is being conducted by the leaseholder, the decision 
says, even though the Jewish owner is profiting from it to some 
extent. The ruling is regarded as of great importance to hundreds 


of Jews owning businesses now carried on by non-Jews, particularly 
in the smaller provincial places.

Jewish Lodges Raided 


The oftices of all Jewish lodges in Stettin, including the B nai 
i rith, have been raided by the local authorities. Nothing incrimi. 
nating was discovered, but the property found in each lodge was 
confiscated and handed over to the local National Socialist Party. 
No arrests were made. The building of the Bnai B'rith in Stettin 
was also confiscated, but a semi-official announcement says: “ It 
bas not vet been decided what use to make of it.” Jewish circles 
understand that the lodges have not been officially closed down, 
since the authorities, when confiscating the property, left all religious 
articles “ temporarily.” Itis understood that the central authorities 
in Berlin were not aware of the intended raid, which is considered 
as only a local action. This is the first time official National 
Socialist authorities: have taken action against Jewish lodges. <A 
campaign to have such lodges, particularly of the B'nai Prith, closed 
down throughout Germany, has been carried on in the National 
Socialist Press for months past, and some papers have gone so far 
as to publish a list of their members with addresses and occupations. 

The restrictions enforced in various parts of the countrs 
against religious youth organisations have so far not been applied 
to Jewish organisations, with the exception of one town in West- 
phalia.. The only restriction at present upon Jewish vouth 
organisations is that their activities must be confined to indoor 
functions. The reason for this restriction is obvious and does little 
to encourage the belief that Jews can now come out into the day. 
light. In the neighbouring province of the Rhineland, the Police 
President of Gladbach-Rheydt has prohibited all meetings of Jewish 
organisations except for religious services in Synagogues.

The crudity of the anti-Jewish propaganda which has to be

Not satisfied with the printed word, anti-Semites also intimidate 
fews and non-Jews promoting the boycott, and brazenly attack Jews 
at meetings in the hope of creating an outbreak and thus securing 
publicity. They have also taken to painting swastikas on public 
buildings, as in Baltimore, where a large red swastika was painted 
on the City Hall.

WHOLESALE DISMISSAL OF JEWISH STATE EMPLOYEES 


The situation for Austrian Jewry is considerably more reassuring 
with the subsiding of civil strife and its concomitant panic. 
Chancellor Dollfuss has declared, in a statement to the Austrian 
and foreign: Press, that the autborit and the- forces of the Austrian 
State will be used to eiy full extent for the pretection of all 
citizens who are loyal to the State, irrespective of any other con 


sideration of race or creed... The Austrian Legation in London has 
catego) ally deni ad rts that an anti Semitic drive had been 
started in Vienna: and that an exodus of Jews had begun from 
Sustria, dismissing these stories as entirely ima curate. | 

The only action taken against any Jewish organisation during 
the disturbane es was the suppression of the Austrian Zionist Labour 
Partv. Poale Zion and the Jew ‘sh Socialist Youth Organisation and 
the arrest of the Poale Zionist leader, Herr Singer. A number of 
Jewish lawyers connected ¥ ith the Social Democrats have also been 
arrested. The Vienna representative of the Jewish Telegraphtc 
Agency, Mr. M. A. Tenenblatt, was arrested and ordered to leave 
the country, but was released and his deportation postponed follow- 
ing vigorous representations by the United States and Polish Consuls. 
No official charge has been made against him, 

‘he Municipal Bank of Vienna last week refused to grant credits 
to PR ist merchants, and in several other banks Jewish employees 
have been dismissed ostensibly because it has been found necessary 
to reduce staff. 

Over five thousand Jewish families in Vienna and other parts 
of Austria, it is reported, have lost their means of livelibood as a result 
c'ontinued on page).

Growing Pauperisation of Jewish Traders

Protests in the Sejm

‘The drscusstions over the Polish budget im the sejim gave the 
Jewish parliamentarians an opportunity vecently once more to ail 
Jewish grievances be'ore the Government and country. It ts, 
unfortunately, the only opportunity they have nowadays to draw 
the attention of the authorities to the Jews’ terrible plight. The 
resident of the “ Kolo” Club of Jewish Deputies, Rabbi Dr. Thon, 
drew before the Sejm a picture of the ever-growing Jewish poverty 
to which the Authorities refuse to pay sufficient attention, His 
words were supported by another Jewish Deputy, Dr. Rottenstreich, 
whodrew the attention of the Government to the great danger the 
new legislation regarding trade and concessions involves for tlh 
jews inthe country. ~ The Government.’ he Said, ~ does not care 
nbout the Jews. They are getting poorer every dav... New laws are 
being introduced making them more and more dependent on the 
coodwill .of officials who are none too friendly towards Jewish 
needs.” A new project is now before the Government to introduce 

law by which anyone desiring to engage in trading, be it 

small shop or stall, will have to obtain a special licence from a 
qualifications committee. That means that people who have been 
merchants all their lives will now have to pass an examination to 
vecide Whether they are suitable for that profession or not. Now 
all such restrictions involving examinations or qualifications are 
primary introduced with a view todisqualifving Jews. This has also 
been effected by the introduction of the old medieval law olf guilds 
snd corporations, by which old Jewish tailors and bootmakers have 
been subjected to examinations at which some were asked questions 
titteriv unconnected with their work; for instance. what wars a 
famous Polish king conducted, and so on. Naturally. they could not 
answer and were disqualified. The vew law on mere 
tions involves a similar danger to Jews. 

The voices of the Jewish Deputies were particularly significant 
at this session. The Sejm on this occasion was the centre ol many 
anti-Jewish arguments. Speakers, emboldened by the situation in 
Germany and the world in general, made bitter attacks on the Jews, 
and though the Government Deputies made some very faint attempts 
to defend them, a not altogether friend!y note was perceptible in 
their voices. Unfortunately, the Jewish Deputies were allowed onls 
forty-eight minutes during which they had to defend the Jews as 
best thev could. 

(iftictal statistics published this week show that 27,156. less 
trading licences than for 1935 have been taken out for 19284. a 
decline of about 10 per cent. This means that 27,156 traders, the 
section of the population to which the Jews mainly belong in 
Poland, have become so impoverished that they have been unable to 
raise enough money for the fee to permit them to continue trading 
this vear, and thus find themselves to all intents and purposes 
debarred from earning «a livelihood.

This year Purim happens to fall on a Thursday, and its chances 
of a widespread observance are thereby lessened. A Sunday might 
have been more propitious ; people can spare a Sunday for jollifica- 
tions. But a mid-week day is difficult. Still, a minority will hear 
the Megilla read on Wednesday evening and Thursday morning. 

Purim from the earliest times has always been a bit of a pro- 
sje. In certain Jewish circles there appeared to be a prejudice 
ovainst publishing the story of the Book of Esther; it was said the 
Rook was intended to be read but not to be written down. The fact 
‘hat the name of God never once occurs in the Book has also been 
,oted with surprise. One famous Jewish guide to the Bible 
attempted an explanation of the difficulty by suggesting that as the 
Rook was a translation of Persian chronicles, the name of God was 
not mentioned on account of the non-Jewish origin of the story.

For the masses, especi- 
wlly in Ghetto days, Purim was a jolly time, with merriment and 
dramatic performance and song and feasting and goodwill to all 
en. Perhaps the populace derived a certain security in time of 
dread that as Israel was saved in the days of Haman, so they would 
be saved from the hands of contemporary Hamans. Is it not signi- 
Neant that many local Purims were ordained during the middle 
“ges? There was, for example, a Purim in Narbonne (1236), in 
>atagossa (1880), in Cairo (1524). 
Purim became the Jewish Carnival ; it is indeed a great Ca! nival 
in the only completely Jewish town in the world—Tel-Aviv. But 
even in Ghetto times Purim was associated with masquerades ; — 
was the respect due to the Torah maintained on this exceptional 
lay. For Purim the Purim Rav was invented; his duty was to 
‘muse his audience by witty discourse and learned quips. There is 
2ven extant a tractate Purim, a parody on the tractates of th 


Bat 


Talmud but full of jest and in praise of wine. Staid scholars of 
repute unbent on Purim; some of them composed works which 
may best be described as Revues, containing ironic and merry 
persiflage of their times and their colleagues. 

The Jewish Year was for the most part solemn and serious; on 
Purim the Jew might unrestrainedly exercise his native humour to 
his heart's content. Purim was @ great day in the Ghetto for old 
and young. To-day its appeal is on the decline. We are too staid 
to let ourselves go on Purim. Besides, how many of us know when 
Purim comes? At best we listen to the reading of the Megilla and 
stamp our feet when Haman is mentioned. Otherwise—gone is 
the hearty merriment, gone the Haman’s ears, the feasting, the 
Shalachmonos. We do not assemble, as one Hebrew writer 
commands, to be merry together, since, as he says, no man 
can be merry alone. The Jews who patronize the Chelsea 
Arts Ball do not celebrate Purim. The Jews who hold that 
we are a religious community see no reason in the Book of Esther 
for Purim celebrations. Only the Nationalist Jews mark the 
day with a red letter in their calendar. But they are not the 
majority. The truth is that Purim celebrations are on the decline, 
not because the majority of Jews are troubled by the problems raised 
by the Book of Esther, but rather because assimilative tendencies 
wax stronger and stronger from year to year. This applies to 
Western Europe and America. In Eastern Europe Purim still wears 
a good deal of its old glamour. loften wish that a group of Western, 
European Jews joined in a pilgrimage to see the manner of life of 
their coreligionists who live, say, in the Carpathian Mountains. Two 
worlds would probably meet. If such a pilgrimage ever takes place, 
let those who organise it be sure that the Westerners have an oppor- 
tunity of seeing an Eastern Purim.

Conditions in Europe . 

A survey of the German Refugee problem was given by Mrs, Neville 
lLaski who has returned fro u a visit to the Continent. Dealing with the 
Ostcon of passports, she said there were many refugees who had no 
PADGIS at all, and if they returned to Germany they were certain to be 
“Chat to Concentration camps. There was a great danger, she said, of 
Nazism sprea ling in Switzerland, and their only hope .ay in the fact 
That that country was ma e up of so many different cantons which were 
(oo Jealous of their own individuality to sick it in the common cause of 


ttee to amend the regulations in connection with the administration of ° 
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Nazism. The provinces of Vienna, she told the audience, were at presen! 
very anti-Semitic, and the general situation in the capital of Austria was 
one of complete tensi.n. There were no rich Jews who had left Germany 
for Austria because they had felt that it was going out of the frying pat 
intothe fire. So that the refugees there were very poor. The amount o 

rel ef had been greatly reduced—in fact, it was not enough to live on. A 
fact very much commented upon abroad was the lack of certificates for 
Palestine. Hungary wanted to take only peeple of Hungarian nationality 

A fact Which had impressed her beyond words was the case of a non 
Jewish woman in Vienna who had espoused the cause of the Jewisl 
people so enthusiastically as to sell her belongings in order to help fight 
anti-Semitism in Vienna. Prague she spoke of as the most hopeful of all 
the places which she had visited. In Paris there were about 1,100 refugees 
Who were receiving weekly support in the form of doles. 

Miss ELEANOR RATHBONE, M.P., said that as Christians they felt 
humiliated that any country which called itself Christian shonld have 
perpetrated the persecutions which Germany had. When they realised 
What the world owed to Judaism they felt that it was a point of 
honour that they should take up the cause of the Jews and bitterly 
resent What had happened and was happening in Germany. In a 
reference to Palestine, Miss Rathbone said she felt that Sooner OL 
later they would have to face up to the question of whether 
the limits of Palestine proper were the necessary limits for Jewish 
immigration. When they regarded the whole probk m of the Near East 
she felt sometimes that complete impartiality could be carricd too far: 
and that though they were obliged to keep their pledge to the Arab 
community and to every other community which had already vested 
interests in the Near East, it would bea good thing if Jewish immicration 
could be pushed a great deal further than the limits of Palestine.

A Busoni Concerto 


The habitual concert-goer soon learns to discount the views 
expressed by composers about their own work, and even to be prepared 
for the reality to be precisely opposite to what the composer indi- 
cates. Busoni's Pianoforte Concerto, which was played in the second 
half of the B.B.C. Concert on Wednesday evening, is no exception to 
this rule; indeed it is a striking example of composers’ inability to 
judge their own compositions. Busoni suggests that it is an attempt 
to get right away from the “virtuosity” of the classic concerto 
and to achieve a new synthesis of solo instrument with orchestra. 
But such is the work that, without attempting a comparison of 
scores, there are far more opportunities for solo virtuosity in 
Busoni's Concerto than in, say, Beethoven's “Emperor.” Nor 
does the extension of the normal three movements to five, and the 
addition of a male voice chorus improve an already tedious 
work, in which tbe best themes are those borrowed from Italian 
folk sources, and the worst those drawn from early and dis- 
carded original compositions. Its novelties of harmonisation are 
to-day no longer novelties, and on that basis alone no work can hope 
survive. Only the tarantella movement suggested any real vitality, 
the others being about as boring in thew protracted dreariness as 
they well could be. Egon Petri did his best to make the pianoforte 
part sound inspired, and the orchéstra was not.particularly lacking. 

Hefore the interval we had a cheery performance of Bach's Second 
brandénburg Concerto and Beethoven's eighth symphony, under 
Adrian Boult’s baton. 


The L.S.0. Revive ah Old Work 

Balakiviev's Overture “ Russia,” played seventy years after its 
composition, for the first time im London, opened the concert given 
by the London Symphony Orchestra last Monday evening. It is 
a pleasant enough work, based primarily on Russian folk tunes, 
but by no means so worthy of revival as the same composer's first 
symphony, heard a week or so ago. Holbroke’s Symphonic poem 
“The Raven” is another work that does not wear well with time. 
{t suffers from old age, like Edgar Allan Poe's own “Raven,” and what 
may have seemed very fine plumage in 1899 is now sadly bedraggled 
and moulting. But the audience liked it. Artur Rubinstein 
played Rachmaninov’'s Second Pianoforte Concerto as only Rubinstein 
can play it, making of it an unceasing coruscation of glittering 
metallic sound, but eliminating all the tenderness and wistful 
melancholy of the second movement, Such was his ovation at the 
close that he had to play De Falla’s “ Danse Rituel de Feu,” and 
this he played as though inspired, with the utmost brilliance and, 
in addition, with a dynamic verve that was tremendously thrilling. 
Beethoven's Fifth Symphony after the interval provided a complete 
contrast to the rest of the programme. H.C.S. 


Julien Krein's New Suite 
Though Maurice Eisenberg began his recital at the Wigmore 
‘Hall on Monday with a thoroughly competent performance of 
Beethoven's ‘Cello Sonato Op. 102, No. 2, he failed to make it “come 
alive "which was not Beethoven's fault. He was much more 
successful with Bach's Suite in G for the solo instrument, each 
contrast of which found him its master. ‘The first performance in 


_England of Julien Krein’s Suite for ‘Cello and Piano revealed an: 


attractive work with a melodious Aria sandwiched between a lively 
‘Toccata and a strenuous Finale. It is cleverly written and could 
not easily have been better performed than by Mr. Eisenberg and 
George Reeves, who is always a perfect accompanist if perhaps too 
unobtrusive as a partner.. An interesting group by Ernest Bloch, 
Blas de Laserna, John Levy and Breval-Alexanian concluded a pro- 
gramme that was both well understood and well played. If Mr. 
Kisenberg's playing lacks the divine fire, he can nevertheless claim 
to be in the front rank of ‘cellists, not merely as a technician but 
also as a musician.
